Mass formations in effective color combina- 
tions, wiith proper regard for harmony in color 
and form, fairly dazzle the beholder with their 
gorgeous brilliance. 

A rough diagram of your plantings, drawn 
at planting time and designating the several 
varieties, will identify them by name after the 
labels have disappeared. You must know them 
individually if you would appreciate them at 
their full value. 


Tabulating Varieties 

In making a division by color, we first sep- 
arated the decided shades, like purple, lilac, yel- 
low and white. So many desirable yellows and 
smoke or bronze sorts appeared that all not 
really yellow were put together in a class as 
bronze. For the same reason the lilac shades 
were divided into blue lilac and pink lilac. 
Finally those not included with the others, hav- 
ing a light colored ground variously mottled or 
penciled, and those with “frilled” edges, for 
want of a better name were called “novelties.” 

When the standards vary from the falls the 
bloom is classified according to the standards. 
A preference is given to those whose standards 
and falls are of a general similar shade, as when 
massed they best carry out a decorative color 
scheme, though some representatives of two- 
color effects, like Rhein Nixe, are retained. 

Survival of the Fittest 

In each of these seven color divisions we in- 
stall the absolutely unassailable varieties. Each 
new candidate must demonstrate its individual 
merit as a novelty or its superiority over a kind 
now on the list to be accepted. The favorable 
traits considered are: good foliage, strong, 

straight stems, freedom of blooming, size of 
single flower, lasting qualities, fragrance, being 
fast multipliers and having hardy constitutions. 

Fragrance of the Iris 

The fragrance of certain Iris is very pro- 
nounced Caprice has a very strong and de- 

cidedly grape juice fragrance, while Fairy is as 
heavily scented as a hyacinth or a tuberose. 

The tall Bearded Iris are as beautiful in form, 
texture and color as orchids and many are de- 
lightfully fragrant.

Concerning the Description 

Self. Standards and falls of the same color in 
effect, though often the falls are actually a 
bit deeper in tone. 

Bicolor. Standards and falls of different color 
or of different shades of the same hue. 

Veined bicolor. Venation on the blade of the 
fall very apparent. Occasionally we may 
have a veined self or veined plicata where the 
ground color of the fall is very like that of 
the standards. 

Plicata. The class where the blades of the 
standards show markings. Ordinarily the 
color of the style branches is conspicuous and 
very similar in tone to the more or less appar- 
ent and widespread markings on standard 
and fall. 

Concerning the Color; The letters used 
merely refer to the dominant hue as compared 
to “Color Standards and Nomenclature” by Dr. 
Robert Ridgway. Reference to the chart given 
in the bulletin will place in mind the relative 
positions of the colors, but we also give a mere 
table of the various hues with which we are 
chiefly concerned.

This corresponds to the English “shot 
shade” an effect due to the presence of hues 
of violet and yellow in varying proportions, 
the predominance of one hue indicated by the 
addition of a color letter, e. g.

Often, however, no color is dominant, and it 
is also well to remember that a dull grayed 
tone of violet may seem very like a blend 
with violet predominating.

In bicolors revealing a sharp contrast in the 
color of standard and fall, no differentiation be- 
tween light and dark is feasible although in gar- 
den effect it is the lighter tone which carries in 
distant effect. 

Whenever there seems to be a reasonable 
doubt as to the prevailing hue, depth of tone, or 
disposition of color the mooted point is omitted 
in the classification and given in a less impor- 
tant position. 

Shipping Season 

Iris can be moved any time except when the 
ground is frozen or while blooming, but the 
most favorable time is from July Arst to the end 
of September. If set late in the fall, protect 
with a mulch to prevent heavinf by the frost. 

We begin filling Peony orde- s ftbout the first 
of September. Any peony it, much surer to 
bloom and will be twenty per cent stronger if 
moved in September, so that new rootlets may 
form before freezing down. 

We do not ship Peony roots in the spring. 

To preserve the names make fi diagram on 
our bill with each item numbered as planted. 

In the brief descriptions given, “S” indicates 
the erect petals or standards, “F” the drooping 
petals or falls. The inches designate the height 
to the top of the bloom. 

Read down the columns for all of the same 
color, beginning with the cheapest at the top. 

A ballot by twenty-three selected Iris experts 
of America has been made by the American 
Iris Society and their average vote, based on a 
rating of ten points as perfection, is placed be- 
fore each description. The originator’s name 
and the year the variety was introduced are in 
parenthesis.

three seasons we have sold a very large 
amount of stock to the Peterson Nursery, 
especially of the new imported varieties; 
having open orders for unlimited quanti- 
ties, all we could supply of certain vari- 
eties; so with Mr. Peterson discontinuing 
we have lost a good customer.

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Peony Culture 

The Peony is a hardy plant sure to 

grow when properly planted and is easily 
cared for. 

September planting gives best assurance 
of blooming and adds at least twenty per 
cent to the strength of the plants, owing 
to the formation of new rootlets before 
freezing down. 

Deep, rich, well drained soil and abun- 
dant sunshine are effective aids to Peony 
culture. 

Before planting, a liberal quantity of 
very well rotted manure should be worked 
in, and in the fall apply a mulch without 
covering the tops of the crowns or touch- 
ing the stems. 

For permanent planting, set the plants 
from three to four feet apart with two 
inches of ground above the eyes in heavy 
soil; three inches in light soil. 

Water freely during the blooming sea- 
son and also toward the end of August to 
make large eyes for the following year. 

To obtain large flowers for exhibition 
purposes remove all lateral buds when as 
large as a pea, leaving only the terminal 
bud to develop. Remember that typical 
blooms are sometimes not produced for 
three years after planting. 

An inconspicuous wire support is desir- 
able during the blooming period, to pre- 
vent heavy rains from beating down the 
flowers. 

Avoid injury to plants when picking 
the blooms by leaving at least one or two 
lateral leaves below the cutting, as the 
leaves are the lungs of the plant, very es- 
sential to its future health. 

To force blooms on an old plant that 
produces stalks instead of buds, in Septem- 
ber scratch back the soil and cut off half 
the eyes. In November remove the faded 
foliage so that it will not interfere with 
next year’s shoots. 

Peony Fragrance 

One of the most delightful things about 
the peony is its delicate fragrance, and 
this combined with its exquisite beauty 
makes it one of the grandest flowers to be 
found in any garden. We have always 
appreciated the value of fragrance in 
peonies, and have kept this in mind in 
building up our collection. In the de- 
scription we have noted the relative degree 
of fragrance, which varies with different 
varieties, runing from that of cinnamon to 
the rose and hyacinth. Single peonies 
and those with some stamens have the 

pollen fragrance. 

We make no pretense of carrying or 
offering for sale a complete collection of 
every known peony. We have devoted 
our attention to the newer and better 
qualities and after passing through a thor- 
ough test of several years those of decided 
merit and difference are retained and the 
more common have been eliminated. 

The points of excellence taken into con- 
sideration in making selections are Free 
Blooming, Strong Stems, Shade, Fullness, 
Keeping Qualities, and Freedom from 
Blight. We have also given due regard 
to shade and fragrance and the extension 
of the blooming period. In all of our work 
we have tried to add dignity and service to 
Peony history.

Shipping Season 

Iris can be moved any time except when 
the ground is frozen or while blooming, 
but the most favorable time is from July 
first to the end of September. If set 
late in the fall, protect with a mulch to 
prevent heaving by the frost. 

We begin filling Peony orders about the 
first of September. Any Peony is much 
surer to bloom and will be twenty per 
cent stronger if moved in September, so 
that new rootlets may form before freez- 
ing down. 

We do not ship Peony roots in the 
spring.
